LONDON, March 28.—The Dully 
News gives further particulars of the 
Tarrant super-triplane which Maj. 
Gen. Seely, chief of the aircraft serv- 
ce, referred to in the: house of com- 
nons on March 13 and which Is being 
assembled at the royal aircraft fac- 
tory at Farnborough: 

A striking feature ts its long cigar- 
shaped fuselage, similar in appear- 
ance to the body of a Zeppelin. The 
machine was originally designed to 
bomb Berlin, carrying 10000 pounds 
of bombs and a crew of eight over a 
distance of 1,200 miles. It has a span 
of 141 feet, the fuselage is eighty-five 
feet, and is fitted with six Napier Lion 
506 engines. 

When the aircraft industry began 
preparations for commercial! flying, the 
makers of the super-trplane followed 
suit with the result that this type 
passengers, or a cargo weighing 100 
passengers, 0 ra cargo weighing nine 
tons, for a distance of 1,200 miles.

Going with Walsh and 
Ryan to Appeal to 
Leaders.

of the republican form of government | 
established by her people.”

Statement Made by Walsh. 

Mr. Walsh issued the following state- 
ment: 

“The committee is going to Franee 
as American citizens, holding no al- 
legiance, actual] or spiritual, to any 


other nation on earth, but imbued with 
the necessity of extending the princi- | 
ples of free government to Ireland, 
which is the typical «mall nation of | 
the world being deprived of the right 
to determine for itself the form of gov- 
ernment under which it shall exist. 

“ Naturally men and women of Irish 
blood and ancestry everywhere have a 
deep and sentimenta] attachment to 
the land which gave birth to their race, 
and at this crucial moment of new 
world concepts desire to give all of 
the assiistance in their power to the 
representatives of the people of Ire- 
land delegated to attend the peace 
conference.

“CONTENTMENT AND PROGRESS.” 

Most employers and business executives have 
net wufficiently appreciated how potent an infiu- 
enve inbor leaders of the type of Samuel Gompers 
are wielding against the spread of bolshevism in 
thia country. If Mr. Gompers and his associates 
«should advocate a soviet form of government 
rnaodeled on the Russian plan we could hardly 
avoid serious dieturbances which might possibly 
endanger the security of our democracy. But Mr. 
Wompers hag no use for bolsahevism. 

“if I thought that bolshevism was the right 
road to go,” he said at a recent reconstruction 
conference in New York, “that it meant freedom, 
justice, and the principles of human society and

& minute. It is because I know that the whole 
scheme leads nowhere, that it is destructive in its 
efforts and in ita every activity, that it compels 
reaction and brings cbhout a situation worse than 
the one it has undertaken te displace, that I am 
not of it.”

SOLDIERS, LIBERTY, WORK, 


MEXICO. 
Those who speculate upon the readjustment of 


soldiers into civil life are wont to reflect that after 
the civil war the soldiers were readily readapted 
to working conditions. . 

They do not consider that after the civil war 
there were thousands of acres of open land, fit 
for immediate tilling and homemaking. And they

Onoe more: we need hari dwell upon the state- 
ment that Mexico has nm gone dry and is not 
likely to go dry—uniless, course, it should, by 
some unlooked for cooper: ion of prohibitioniste 
and Monroe doctrinists, yield to such American 
influences as might penetrate and stabilize the 
country and also erase the present frontier. Thus 
Mexico offers to the pioneering youth the measure 
of liberty he seeks wainly in the United States. 

If Mexico could be stable it is conceivable that 
emigration might offer advantages to those who 
consider themselves in need of labor and liberty. 


BUSINESS LOOKS UP. 

Tt has often been deciared by industria] leaders 
that the price of fron and steel is the best barom- 
eter of the nation’s condition. If these ‘materials 
are reduced in price and the wages of employés 
maintained at the present level, there should be 
hope of the very best kind for business generally. 
A conference between E. H. Gary, chairman of the 
American Iron and Stee! institute, and the indus- 
trial board has brought about the reduction. It 
soems fair to assume that if this greatest of Amer- 
foan industries can effect a compromise in the way 
of bettering conditions, other lines of commerce 
can also find a means of avoiding severe pressure. 

Bo iron and stee! come down. The attitude of big 
business is tolerant. World labor !saders, too, are 
showing great wisdom. They find that labor can- 
not be internationalized. Hach country must better 
its own conditions. The workmen of Japan and 
France do not live under the same oonditions. 
Those of America and Bulgaria are not similarly 
situated. Each must scek a different salvation. 
Perhaps in the end there may be some equitable 
common ground arrived at. No one can say. But 
for the present, at least, America stands on the 
assertion of Frank Morrison, secretary of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, that American standards 
are for Americans. : 

Secretary Burleson finds that American standards 
are not unfair. He discovers that no unrest has 
been caused by actual conditions. The root of the 
evil is the insidious propaganda of exotios and rad- 
icals. The men who have laid down the rule that 
each nation must shape its own destiny are not 
fostering un-American propaganda, but are fighting 
&. Herein is a chance for ootperation between em- 
ployers and workers. Big employers of labor show 
& willingness to maintain wages. This ie the Amer- 
foan standard. Also they show a desire to cut the 
prices of products. This proves that readjustment 
is on its way and that American business may well 
look up. 

In Chicago we have seen a tendency toward the 
resumption of building. There is no doubt we are 
far behind on dwellings, particularly apartments. 
Public work needs to be pushed. It is possible that 
political matters have interfered somewhat. But 
the reduction in iron and steel will make it possible 
for this neighborhood to get going on a better basis. 
Perhaps construction companies can operate to bet- 
ter advantage with cheaper material] and an oppor-

Fur- 
thermore, the factories must operate 
twenty-four hours to get the output. It 
was the patriotic duty of everybody to 
work whenever and wherever he or she 
was called upon. The night shift was 
paid more per hour than the day shift. 

It is necessary to take the unusual 
spirit and the unusual demand into con- 
sideration tn order to value properly 
the conclusions. Bearing all this in mind, 
let us consider some of the conclusions 
of the group of physiclogists and work- 
ers in industrial hygiene who investi- 
gated night labor. 

“It may b~ stated,” says the report, 
“that the data collected are in all cases 
prejudicial to night work, which is there- 
fore, although necessary in the present 
crisis, to be considered undesirable. 
. But granting that night work 
must be performed, the committee found 
that the rate of output on the night 
shift is substantially the samo as on 
the day shift where both shifts are 
managed on the discontinuous system, 
but that continuous night work is pro- 
ductive of definitely less output than 
under the discontinuous system.” 


This, translated into more usual terma, 
means that if the force works two weeks 
nights and then two weeks days it will 
produce practically as much on the night 
shift as on the day shift, but that men 
working continuously at night produce 
less. 

“ There is some reason for thinking that 
there are injurious effects of permanent 
night work, effects which are not mani- 
fested until after a long time,” the re- 
port continues. 

“ The results show clearty that at least 
for the period of the experiments the ac- 
customed routine of day work and night 
rest can be reversed without injury to 
health or efficiency, but they also show 
that a necessary condition ia that the 


workers must either be endowed with 
more than common powers of sel f-cogtrol 
to enable them to surmount the tempta- 
tion te mkke the best of both. The evi- 
dence collected by the committee's in- 
vestigators places many permanent 
workerg, whether judged by the test of 
output or of lost time, In an unfavorable 
light in comparison with day workers.” 

I think there is enough evidence te 
substantiate the position that no night 
baking would be better for the journey=- 
man and in time for the industry itself.

Thompson’s administration, 
launched an anti-war propaganda that 
speedily brought it under the eyes of 
the department of justice. 

“Hamstringers,” it will be recalled, 
were popping up at this time. Ger- 
many, to use the words of President 
Wililson’s Flag day address, had “ filled 
our communities with vicious spies and 
conspirators” who by insidious ways 
were seeking to break down the morale 
of the nation. The kaiser’s agents were 
trying to do in America what they ac- 
complished in Russia, 

Between the arguments they ad- 
vanced and the anti-war ideas scat- 


- tered’ by the Thompson advisers there 


was a marked similarity. They had the 

same flavor. They appeared to take 

the same viewpoint of the war. 
Attacked War Policies. 

In a series of front page editorials 
in May, 1917, the Repub- 
lican made virulent attacks upon the 
Wilson war policies, upon congress for 
having voted a declaration of war, 
upon the sending of troops overseas to 
fight Germany and upon the sending 
of food to feed our allies. It shrieked 
that it was a money bags war, that 
America was fighting the battles of 
Engiand instead of her own and that 
the people h4d been fooled by the pres- 


cles had known for a long time in a 
general way. \ 

Thompson, Lundin, and othera of the 
executive committee of the “ Big Bill” 
club were the real editors and publish- 
ers. Walter F. Rohm, the publisher, 
was only a figurehead. He is brother 
of Virtus Rohm, city purchasing agent, 
and ts also a relative of Lundin. The 
picture painted by Col. Clinnin may be. 
briefly outlined. 

The hall always denied that a real 
connection existed between the admin- 
istration and the house organ. “ Deny 
everything” is an axiom at “No. 2.” 
But Col. Clinnin testified that those 
present when the Republican was orig: 
inally launched were Thompson, Lun- 
din, Samuel Ettelson, Percy B. Coffin, 
Dr. W. H. Reid, H B. Miller, 
Charles R. Francis, Charles J. Fos- 
berg, and the Rohm bruthers—all mem- 
bers of the inside circle.

islawa Lypchinski, charged with the 


murder of Sister Mary Johns, who dis- 
appeared from the Isadore convent 


eleven years ago, Jacob Flees, sexton 
of the Isadore church, said today that 
Father Edward Podleweski, until re- 
cently pastor of the Little Polish 
church, had told him the missing nun 
was killed by Mrs. Lypchinski. 

On instructions from Father Podlew- 
eski, Flees said he exhumed a body 
supposed to be that of Sister Mary 
from the church basement last sum- 
mer.

RATES STAY UP’ 


W. D. Hines Says 170 
Lines May Be Merged 
Into Ten Companies. 


Raising of wages of railroad em- 
ployés was inevitable. The war and 
government control merely hastened 
what would surely have taken place 
anyway within a few years, Walker D. 
Hines, director general of the United 
States railroad. administration, de 
clared last night at a dinner at the 
Press club. Mr. Hines said he felt cer- 
tain there is now a better feeling be 
tween the public and the railroads than 


ever before. This statement was 
echoed by R. H. Aishton and Hale Hol- 
den, regional directors, who also spoke. 
“There are many who ask why rail- 
road rates are higher now than they 
were formerly,” Mr. Hines suid. “In 
this connection it must be remembered 
that the purchasing power the dol- 
lar is leas than it ever w before, 
and that the dollar the railroad gets 
has suffered as much as any other. 
“When the government took con- 
trol a great majority of the 2,000,000 
employés of the railroads received 
wages that were too low. Even prior 
to the war the whole world was mov- 
ing toward the eight hour day. One 
reason the government took control 
was because of the great difficulty con- 
fronting private owners, with their in- 
ability to take united action, in solv- 
ing the problems relating to hours and 
wages. The war simply hastened mat- 
ters. In the course of years the rail- 
roads would have settled these prob-

“The cycle of changes due to {ie 
war has just about been completed by 
the railroad administration. It is now 
necessary to take care of the great 
changes due to the Increase of wages 
to the employés.

How to Cook Artichokes. 


The globe artichoke deserves better 
'treatment~ gets” -hereabouts. 
| More people should know how love- 
{ly it\ean be and then it Would not so 
often\be wasted in our markets. This 
| symbolié vegetable is half way be 
Itween what we call greens ‘and true 
vegetables, There are only a few of 
these latter that have as high caloric 
value as the artichoke—four have a 
ilittle higher value—and the greens are 


K' only a’ third as high in general. Be- 
‘sides this the artichoke is eaten with 


sauces high in calories, almost as high 


as can be. 
If cooked carefully, not too much, 


exquisiteness. Fifteen minutes of 
boiling in plenty of water is quite 
enough. Ten minutes may be long 
enough for a good specimen. It will 
then have a bright greenness when 
taken from the water, as bright as 
April grass, and will be crisp. Cooked 
too long and carelessly drained It. will 
be limp, almost black, and as taste- 
less as a stick. I have had such in 
some ofthe best hotels. 

To prepare an artichoke from our 
markets it is best to trim a slice off 
the stem and let it crisp in cold water 
for an hour or mgre. Wash first. Next 


pick off the small bractlike-leaves, then 


cut off from a fourth to a third of 
'the top, and immediately rub the cut 
parts with lemon, or they wéll turn 
dark. You may drop the artichoke 
into water in which there are some 
tablespoons of vinegar or lemon juice, 
but it is so light that it will not stay 
down. 

When ready to cook drop into plenty 
of boiling salted water, cook rapidly 
for ten or fifteen minutes, drain im- 
mediately, head down, and serve with 
a Hollandaise sauce or just mayon- 
naise. Dip just the end of the thick 
leaves in the sauce, bite up on the in- 
side of the leaves as far as they are

Hofmann Dassles 
| an Chopin Revival

The best of reasons, perhaps, for

| bis superb gift with Mr. Stock's in 
this week's program for a revival of 
; the one known by statute as the first, 
| although the archeologists are on their 
‘toes to explain that it is, in order of 
manufacture, the second; and it mat- 
ters a lot. If any other active pianist 
Can play this work so weil as Hofmann, 
then it is Godowsky, who has used it, 
though not in my hearing. Others 
Within easy memory have played it— 
Mrs. Zeigler and Moriz losenthal, 
Paderewski and De Pachmann. Hof- 
mann I heard in it when he was of 
celebrity as wonder-child rather than 
as one of the world’s great musicians; 
and nobody piayed it so well in all 
the years between till yesterday after- 
noon. 
Mr. Stock was faultless; and out of it 
emerged a performance suining and 
persuasive, ciean and clear, touched 
with beauty and vision all the way 
through. This was piaying to remain 


| forever in the memory. 


Hofmann invested the second move- 
ment with the mists and the moon- 
lights that were in Chopin's confessed 
scheme; and then, in the dazzling 
rondo of the final part, he proved anew 
what a superb artist he is by the con- 
tinence with which he carried through 
the difficult writing. To Godowsky 
only, of all the others, could we safely 
100k for such piaying of triplet unisons 
as Hofmann nonchalantiy tossed off in 
the finale of the rondo. He devoted a 
post-intermission appearance to the 
Chromaticon, which he made known in 
last season’s visit with the Orchestra; 
and, since he insists on being divorced 
from Dvorsky, the elusive composer 
of this grueling stunt, it is just as 
well, maybe, to identify the latter as 
a@ native of Lesser Gariieldvilie, Cal., 
the son or daughter of mixed Bolivian 
and Scythian parentage, and now deep 
in research-work in behalf of the Aug- 
mented Seventh in Punxsutawney, 
Pa., where the musical milieu is pro- 
pitious. 

Few, if any, of the Friday clientéle 
were absent; and the emotionai reac- 
tion to Hofmann, even after the great 
exhibition with Chopin, was as usual— 
nothing discernibie. Heifetz is a blaz- 
ing vo.cano of solicitude compared 
with this pianist, who comes and goes 
in the routine of his seasons more like 
@ number nine than a godling and a 
genius. And that, no doubt, is his 
business. 


Schumann’s first symphony, which is 
just as good as the more familiar 


| fourth, and Liszt’s splendid “ Les Pré- 


ludes” were the other matters of the 
afternoon; and Mr. Stock and the play- 
ers were brilliant in both works. The 
symphony is melodic, and is not a mas- 
terpiece; and “ Les Préludes” is both. 
No other orchestra makes Schumann, 
in any manifestation, sound so well; 
and no other is able to elicit from the 
work, itself, such high testimony of 
Liszt’s greatness in the tone-poem 
form. 

And no other audience puts so much 


hymns as the Friday gathering for the 
Orchestra! “America” was both a 
ritual and a thrill as the processional 
of yesterday's concert.
